SCHOONER SEIZED. 


With $50,000 Arms Consignment. 


Vhe American schooner W. IL. 
Talbot, which put into port a 
month azo with the largost con- 
Kignment of arins and aumuni- 
ten aver discoverod on a stip in 
Shanghai harbour, has been 
seized by the, Customs, reports 
the Shapyyhat Ties. The action 
was taken in comfarmity with 
instructions from Poking. 

The schoonor has boon lying off 
Kiangnan Arsonal for some wooks. 
The Customs receivedinformation 
that sho was carrying arms and 
a search rovealed 72 largo pack- 
ing cnscs containing several 
thousand rifles and pistols and’ 
millions of rounds of ammunition. 
Tho haul included cight machine 
guns.. Tho total value of the 
roiztiroe is stated to oxcocd $50,000, 

The intontion of tho Customs 
authorities has not beer disclosed 
buta guard has been placed on 
bonrd tho vossol. As the captain 
is an American cltizon, ‘it is 
thought that proceedings may bo 
instituted in the Amorican Court.
